of some 4,000 miles, Vancouver con- 
stitutes the Dominion's largest trad- 
ing centre with. the Orient, The 
growth of trade between the two bor- 
ders of the Pacifle will become an in- 
creasing factor in Vancouver's pros- 
perity, 

The rapidly increasing volume of 
trade between Canada and the Orient 
may be seen from Table 1. The 
figures for each five-year period 
show approximately a 95 per cent. 
increase over the preceding period, 
The trade for the year 1929 is 60 
‘per cent. greater than the average 
annual trade for 1924.28,

When examining Table 1 it is well 
to bear in mind that there has been 
a very marked rise in prices since 
1913 and, a3 ao result, the figures 
show a greater increase in the valuo 
of exports ard imports than is war~ 
ranted by the ‘actual increase in 
volume. Nevertheless, when due re» 
gard-is taken of this fact wo are 
still faced with the remarkable’ ex 
pansion of trade between Canada and

Trade With Japan 


In recent years Japan has adopt. 
ed Western customs ond methods of 
trading.: They have come to use 


.| wheat to a much greater extent and, 


since they have a population of 8345 
million distributed over an area of. 
460,000 square miles, there is not “a 
great deal of agricaltural land avail- 
able for wheat ‘cultivation.” The re- 
sulting tendency is shown by the 
fact that in 1927 Japan grew 
29,448,000 bushels of wheat, and im- 
ported 17,139,000 bushels—-6%4 million 
came from Canada. Besides wheat, 
there were 621,892 barrels of wheat 
flour shipped to Japan from Canada 

In the snme year of. 1927, ‘wood- 
pulp to the value of $5,665,079 was 
imported, and of this Canada sup- 
plied 36.8 per cent.;. Iead amounted 
to $7,212,000 of which Canada’s share 
was 55 per ceft.; total ' zine was 
$4,426,000, and Canada contributed 
45 per cent. These: items give some 
iden of the type of Canada’s trado 
Thus in 1928, the total 
volume of Canadian exports to Japan 
was $32,957,162, of which unmanufac. 
tured items, such as wheat, logs, lead, 
zine and. fish, contributed $19,491,021, 
or 58 per cent; partially manufac- 
tured, such as wheat. flour, planks, 
squared timber, paper and aluminium 
account for $9,458,369, or approxim- 
ately 28 per cent, giving a total of 
86 per cent. of the Canadian exports 
to Japan which consist of goods 
which are to ba used in dasther manu.

It is ‘of interest to note that the 
Oricnt has not increased the volume 
of its exports through diversification, 
but through ‘more fntensive applica+ 
tion. The principal commodities ox. 
ported to-day are the same as. those 
exported 15 yoars ago, On the other 
hand, Ynports have become more and 
more diversified owlng to the ever. 
growing need for o wider variety of 
manufactured products, 


Other Forces’ Contribution 

Aside from the foct that Vancou. 
ver is the natural gateway to the 
Orient, there have been other forces 
which have’ contributed to her in- 
creasing commercial importance. To 
the recent expansion of the port the 
westward trend of wheat production 
has made a substantial contribution, 
While in 1907 the centre of wheat. 
growing Jay in Manitoba, in 1912 it 
had moved into ‘Saskatchewan, and 
by 1928 it hod again moved ‘west. 
ward so that Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan together produced 90 per cent, 
of the prairie’s wheat. The’ growth 
in the shipments of wheat from the 
west const has necpaitated the con- 
struction of new wiioal facilities. 
) The publicity givel to the port by 
the ‘grain shipments has had tho 
effect of bringing to the notice of 
prairie shippers of other commodities 
the’ advantages to be obtained by 
using the western route, and com- 
mitments are being made for Europe 
and even for North American At- 
lantic ports from _Polnts as far east 
as Regina, This is particularly trua 
during the winter months, since for- 
eign importers find it more expedi- 
tious to have their goods sent by the 
Pacific and the Panama Canal than 
to await the opening of the enstern 
ports: Soma iden of the {mportance 
of the Panama Canal in Vancouver's 
trada may be gathered from the fact 
that out of no total of 95 million 
bushels of wheat shipped through the 
port in 1928, 61 went to Europe. 

Expansion of. Mining Industry 

The expansion of. mining and ‘ins 
dustry in the area surrounding Van- 
couver has been: substantial. . There 
has been a Iarge influx of capital 
from enstern : Cannda, the United 
States and Europe. Pulp and paper 
production is belng developed; forest 
products generally an being utilised; 
mines of the coust recesses. and the 
interior valleys are heing opened up, 
while the large waler power re. 
sources are being tapped -and har- 
nessed for a protratted programme 


of expansion.

Gen- 
cra] Yen himself is prepared to 
proceed to Chengchow, personally, 
to direct operations.

SEA AGAIN 


A BRITISH ISLES CRUISE UNDER 
VETERAN SKIPPER 


CLIPPER’S VOYAGES 


Tho China tea clipper “Cutty Sark,” 
which: “sailed faster than tho wind,” 
will again .be secon speeding through 
waters under full sall, said Thurston 
Macauley recently in the “New York 
Times.” It is expected she will be 
rendy for a cruise of the British Isles 
next summer, Including a visit to the 
Clydo, whore this celebrated old satl- 
ing. ship originated. - 

Built at Dumbarton in 1870, sho 
atartled the world on her first voyage 
to the Orient by covering 360 miles in 
24 hours, thereby shattering all cxist- 
Ing records for speed. Although hor 
work was chiefly confined to the tea and 
later the Sydney wool trade, the 
“Cutty Sark” made more than one 
visit to America. 
ocension she proceeded to 
Manila, where she loaded jute and 
sugar for New York. On her return 
voyage to Britain sho enmpleted the 
passage from Sandy Hook to Deal in 
nineteen days, after being forced to 
heave to eighteen hours during a hurri- 
cane. Again she went to the Philip- 
pines to load for New York, during 
which pasaage ‘her supply of provisions 
gaye out and she was forced to beg 
food from passing vessels. 


A Neglected Old Age 
With the devclopment of stcam, sail- 
ing ships were doomed, and eventually 
the old windjammer was bought by the 
Portuguese, who not only re-rigged: her 
into n barkentine, but allowed her to

parts of the world. Many Americans 
visit Falmouth especially to inspect 
the old clipper and are fascinated by 
the lovely lines, The work of recon: 
dittoning her for next year's cruise is 
already well under way. 

It is interesting to recall that the 
“Cutty Sark” oneo. overhauled and 
passed the Peninsular Oriental ner 
“Britannia” one of the most famous 
Incidents of her career, Again aho 
raced the mail. steamer “Ballarat” 
from Melbourne to Sydney, maintain. 
ing her lead and arriving twenty-four 
hours ahead of tho steamer.

A Chinese named Ho Hoi was 


charged before Mr. E. W, Hamilton, 


to-day, with three traffic 
offences, as under :— (1) hav. 
ing charge of a - public 
motor car without a driver's Hence; 
(2) negligent driving in Ice Housa 
Street; and (8) assaulting and/or 
obstructing Police Sergeant’ Ho- 
warth in the execution of hig daty. 

Accused admitted only the first 
charge. : 


. The Sergeant said that he was 
on duty near the Star ferry wharf 
jt 1 o'clock this morning when he 


saw a public car driven by the ac- 
cused outside Dodwell's fice, op- 
pdsite the ferry wharf. It wag 
causing an obstruction by “loiter- 
ing” along slowly, going east to 
west, in Connaught Road 


Drove at Him 


He (the Sergeant) stepped in 
front of the car and signalled it 
to atop. Instead of doing so, the 
accused accelerated and drove 
straight at him. When the car 
was almost on top of him the acs 
cused suddenly turned to the left 
and went into Ice House Street, 
passing between the Sergeant and 
the kerb, i 

As the car pagsed the Sergeant 
Jumped on the footboard, where- 
upon the ‘accused put out: hia right 
hand and tried to push him off. The 
Sergeant had to catch hold of the 
car hora and lay back on tha right 
front mudguard to stay on. ' 

Magistrate: Otherwise you would 
have fallen off?——Yes, and prohably 
got under the wheels, 


. Hit A Riesha ; 
The accused continued to try to 
shake the Sergeant off by accelerat- 
ing more and swerving the car 
about. It hit a ricsha and then 
zig-zagged into Chater Road, where 
accused finally pulled up. 

Independent: Evidence 

Mr. G. G. Stopani-Thompson, who 
was riding along Connaught Road 
in a ricsha, gave evidence of seeing 
the car moving slowly at firat and 
then suddenly accelerate as the Ser- 
geant signalled to it. The next 
thing he saw was the car disappear- 
ing into Ice House Street, with the 
Sergeant on the footboard.

The official lox book was taken by 
Capt. Alexandre at the first oppor- 
tunity for endorsement?—No, I am 
sorry ta say.

The log book was not produc- 
ed until July 29 when the ship was 
at Shanghai, 

Are you aware that King was 
discharged for being drunk between 
11 and 12 in the morning of July

And you won't deny that King 
was unfit for duty?—Noa, 

Re-examined by Mr. Andrewes, 
witness admitted that at the jast 
hearing he tad sald that it would

Asked to amplify that statement, 
witness said that the incident oc- 
curred on board ship at 10.10 a.m, 
King was discharged at 11.10 a.m.

France Disagrees 
Paris, Saturday. 

Tho Chinese Minister called at 
the Foreign Ministry, and asked 
for France's intentions regarding 
the abolition of extrality. M. 
Briand replied that France was 
sympathetic to China’s wishes on 
the matter, but wag awaiting a reply 
to her invitation to China to submit 
proposals on the subject. He added 
that France would not agree to an 
immediate total abolition of extra- 
lity rights, which would be contrary
